This section makes oltizenship vniformin all the
States, and protects oitizens both North and bouth ;

Reprscentatives sha'l be apportioned
among tho sevels Siates accordaing (o thel respeciive
numbers, counting the whule number of parsons In euch
State, exo.uding incians not waxed: but \\'henuu{ the
right to vole at any election tor President or Viee-F tjnni-

New Yonx, October L.—A Faris letter of Sep-
tember 16 saye ; —The Convention passed
between the French and Mexican Governments,
